| to be Made Cardinal. 


Coming from Rome to Close 
Work for Return. 


Fourth American Representa- 
tive to be Honored. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 14.—It is re- 
ported here in the highest Catholic 
circles that Most Rev. Giovanni Bon- 
zano of Washington, apostolic dele- 
wate in the United States, will short- 
iv be made a cardinal and that hia 
residence will in the future be in the 
Eternal City. 

Archbishop Bonzano is on the 

Duca Aosta of the Italian line which 
left Genoa on October 3, and is due 
in this port next Sunday. 
Today Archbishop Patrick J. Hayes, 
appointed a committee of vrominent 
clergy and laymer to welcome the 
delegate who has been abroad for 
months. 

Rumor says the archbishop is com- 
img back here to close his work and 
pack his possessions preparatory to 
turning to Rome after the next 
condistory, which will be held early 
in December. 

Cable messages from Rome say 

Pepe Benedict would probably at 
that time appoint “a new American 
cardinal.” 
The belief in New York is that the 
prelate meant Archbishop Bonzano. 
fie is not a naturalized citizen, but 
ne has labored here for nine years 
and is very popular in civic as well 
as ecclesiastical life. 

The delegate left this port for

on which he is returning. He was 
called to Rome by Pope Benedict to 
make a report of his mission to the 
United States, this having been de 
layed by the war. 

HAS AUDIENCE WITH POPE. 

Archbishop Bonzano was received 
in Rome by Cariinal Gasparri, sec- 
retary of state, and Archbishop Bon- 
aventura Cerritt', undersecretary 
of state. Early in July he had a 
lengthly audience with the pope. 

Archbishop Bonzano is the fourth

The Roman Catholic representa- 
tive ef the pope in the United States 
is not recognized in any way as & 
foreign diplomat at the capital. In 
vountries where the Catholic faith 
ia the national! religion the pontiff's 
representatve is known as he papal 
nuncio and he has a place at court 
At Washington the apostolic delega- 
tion serves rather asa clearing house 
for the hierarchy. Messager from 
the pope come there and the dele- 
gate sends copies to the bishops. 
The bishops inform their pastors and 
the pastors tell the laity. 
Archbishop Bonzano is 52 years of 
age. After being ordained at the 
pontificial college of St. Peter and &. 
Paul, Rome, he went to China, where 
for six years he was a missionary 
at Hang Chang. South Shan-Si. He 
was recalled to Rome because his 
health failed. After completing 
postgraduate courses in theology 
and canon law, the young scholar 
was summoned by the bishop of 
Vigevani to his diocese and made 
vicar-genere!l. He was called from 
there to Rome to the presidency of 
the Urban College.

VON BRINCKEN’S STORY 
DENIED BY VON SCHACK 


FORMER VICE-OONSUL IN BAY 
CITY SAYS, ALAEGED AT- 
TACHE I8‘ADVENTUKER. 


LEAVENWORTH, Oct. 11.— 
Eckhard H. von Schack, former 
German Vice-Consul at San Fran- 
cisco, serving a term in the Federal 
penitentiary on conviction of having 
taken part in what is termed the 
Hindu conspiracy to start an upris- 
ing in India during the war, is irate 
over the statements issued recently 
by Wilhelm von Brincken, accusing 
him of planning the assassination of 
prominent men in Dugland and 
America. 

Von Brincken posed as the Ger- 
man military attache at San Fran- 
cleco and was convicted on a con- 
spiracy charge and sentenced to 
prison at McNelll's Island. Not long 
ago Von Brincken made a statement 
that Von Schack planned to have 
Charles M. Schwab, Sir Cecil Spring- 
Rice, former British Ambassador. 
Fisher and other prominent 
men killed. 

Von Schack has prepared a state- 
ment on the allegations made by Von 
Brincken which has been forwarded 
to Attorney General Palmer, deny- 
ing the truth of the and 
scoring Von Brincken.

|DOCK WORKERS 
OUT ON STRIKE. 


Stop Work at Harbor When 
Rise Demands Fail. 


Their Places Quickly Filled 
by Nonunion Men. 


Company Adopts Open-Shop 
Plan After Walkout. 


One hundred and twenty dock 
workers deserted a shipload of pine- 
apples at Los Angeles Harbor yes- 
terday and went out on strike after 
their demand for a raise in wages 
had been rejected by the Outer Har- 
bor Dock and Wharf Company. 
The strikers were engaged in un- 
loading a cargo of pineapples from 
the steamer Balleitt, which arrived 
yesterday from Honolulu. They have 
been receiving 65 cents an hour for 
work on the wharves and $1 an hour 
for working time on board ship. In 
their ultimatum presented to the 
company yesterday morning they 
demanded $1 an hour for working 
time on the wharf and $1.50 an hour 
for overtime; which the company 
said it could not pay. 

Following the walkout the work 
of unloading the pineapple cargo 
was continued with 4 new crew of 
men. The Outer Harbor Dock and 
Wharf Company officials stated yes- 
terday that the work on the wharves 
would be continued on the open- 
shop plan.

premeditated.

The unspeakable Von der Goltz 
fled the Allied powers and, as the note 
says, though bis recall was thrice de- 
manded, he was, “after being summoned to 
Berlin, only recently sent back deliberately 
to the scene of! bis atrocities.” Von der 
Goltz doubtless argues that if the Allies 
will stand for the impertinence of D’An- 
nunzio in the South he and his goose-step- 
pers can safely scoff at them in the North. 

The Allies should do something more 
than continue the “coercive measures” 
Which failed of their object. They made 
a mistake in the first place in allowing a 
German army corps to remain under arms 
in the Baltic region. The Germans cajoled 
them with the argument that these forces

| were needed to help police the country 


against the Bolsheviki and now they put for 
ward the excuse that they cannot withdraw 
because the troops have passed out of the 
contro] of their officers. It would seem 
either that Berlin is lying or that the 
troops have been false to their police duty. 
In either case there is proof of the folly of 
the Allies in listening to the Germans’ 
plea. 


CASE OF KOREA. 

One of the good reasons for hav 
ing Japan in a League of Nations is that 
she may, as swiftly as possible, give up the 
German methods of colonial administration 
in which she was instructed for a genera- 
tion, becoming the aptest of pupils, and 
adopt a more liberal and a sounder mode. 
Notwithstanding all protestations of an 
“open door” and. “preserving the integrity 
of the other nation,” when Japanese of- 
ficlaldom gets a foothold on the Asiatic con- 
tinent, its policy is ruthless and uncompro- 
mising. In a recent book entitled “Modern 
Japan,” written by an authority on inter- 
national law, Prof. Hershey, and finding 
on the whole justification of the Japanese 
administration of the peninsula in the ma- 
teria] progress secured, no attempt is made 
to defend her “diplomatic record of broken 
promises and many acts of oppression and 
injustice.” The writer admits that in one 
case, the murder of the Korean Queen. 
“with r wonted lack of skill in dealing 
with ot orientals, the Japanese were 
guilty of an act which was a gigantic blun- 
der as well as a gigantic crime of the first 
magnitude.” 

Practically, as Mr. Takekoshi, journalist 
and member of Parliament, has declared. 
“Korea exists now for Japan, from the 
viewpoint of imperial policy; and he would 
have his government proceed in a similar 
way with Manchuria. No wonder the Ko- 
rean people are crying out in agony today; 
for their nation is being deliberately stran- 
led. In the interests of material progress 
and the elimination of inconvenient local 
patriotism through the growth of an intelli- 
gent Korean public spirit, everything is 
dome to discourage any Korean activity that 
is not wholly subordinate to Japanese con - 
trol and supervision. No Koreag is per- 
mitted to travel abroad and, even within 
Korea, the people are not allowed to travel 
in large groups. To go to the next village 
a Korean must register and explain the 
business he intends.to transact. A strict 
classification is made of the standing, in- 
fluence, educational and other activities of 
every native Korean, and when he is sup- 
posed to show ability or qualities of leader- 
ship he is liable to arrest and maltreatment. 
The Tokio government is anxious not to 
have the difficulties that the Delhi govern- 
ment has to deal with, owing to the devel- 
opment in India of a class of well-educated 
natives who use their education to embar- 
rass their rulers. Accordingly secondary 
education is uneared for, and there is no 
attemm to found a national university at 
Seoul er elsewhere. When a Korean de- 
sires university training he must go to 
Japan and thoroughly Japanize himself. In 
the year before the war fifty-one young 
Koreans, whose education was paid for by 
the authorities, were studying in the Japa 
nese capital 

This is hard for a people who in the past 
developed an excellent literary and refined 
civilization and were the teachers of their 
present masters in printing, pottery, weav- 
ing and many other arts. No doubt ft is 
true that for centuries the Korean govern- 
ment was backward and even despicable: 
and, in the words of a recent Governor-Gen- 
eral of the peninsula, Count Terauchi, it is 
no e task to uplift a decayed people” 
Yet the Japanese have done little or noth- 
ing whatever to make friends of their neigh- 
bors; rather the reverse. Unfortunately the 
type of Japanese who crossed the straits 
was too often a rascal and a ruffian. To 
quote from a historian (Prof. Longford) by 
no means unfriendly to Japan: “The Japa 
nese who came to Fusan and the other 
ports were the reverse of a credit to their 
countrymen; unscrupulous adventurers, bul- 
lies and the scum of all the rufiandom of 
Japan predominated among them, and their 
conduct and demeanor toward the gentle, 
submissive and ignorant natives, who were 
onresisting victims to their cupidity and 
cruelty, were a poor recommendation of the 
new civilization of which they boasted.” 
Japan had herself developed a class of over- 
educated youths who could find no sphere 
for their activities at home and, Ike the 
ronin of feudal times, were restless and 
troublesome personages wherever 
roamed. lu the capital itself, as soshi, 
they have been a menace to good govern- 
ment and are noted ‘or their insolence: 
but there they are kept in check Across 
in Korea. later in China. they have had a 
freer hand. This unpleasant fact ts ad. 
mitted by Kawakami and other Japanese 
apologists. 

Unfortunately the class of missionary 
who worked in the Korean field, while more 
successful in making converts. was inferior 
in training@and endewment—with some nor- 
Able exceptions—to the men and women 
whe were working in the same field in 
China and Japan; end the case for Korea 
was not well presented to the western pub 
lic. And so the Koreans have suffered 
from lack of sympathy. Theirs bas been 
a particularly bard situation.

HE SECRET OF YOUTH. 

From no less an authority than the 
Congress of Surgery in France comes the 
insidious, palpitating hint that the secret 
of eternal youth has been discovered at 
last. No elixir this time, no simple potion 
to be quaffed with ‘hope, imbibed with 
faith, and lost in an agony of perspiring 
doubt—but the somewhat painful, expen- 
sive grafting of the interstitial gland of a 
young monkey into the hopeful but de 
crepit anatomy of human senility. It prob- 
ably costs a very great deal, and the price 
of young monkeys can be trusted to soar 
prodigiousiy; but by its aid, Dr. Serge 
Voronoff declares, a gentleman of 80 can 


shed fifty years at an operation, and, let us 


hope, live them over again with a stern 
sense of possible reforms. ; 

The fact that the doctor has been an 
arch-surgeon during the war, with many 
miracles of graft surgery to his credit, 
makes the news the more alarming. It is 
almost possible that he can really deliver 
the | goods. His distinguished confreres 
certainly seem to be giving him a suapi- 
ciously respectful hearing. 

But the thing opens up frightful possibil- 


ities and one foresees a violent organized 


protest from natural and ungrafted youth 
if the discovery proves practical. Talk 
about unfair competition. . Think of the 
peculiarly advantageous position of «a 
world-experienced old sinner of eighty 
summers with the appearance and vitality 


‘of thirty, in competition with a mere inex- 


perienced, untried, inadequately informed 
youth of the same age. Hitherto the only 
thing that made life and competition pos- 
sible to the young was that when age knew 
enough to avoid all possible mistakes, it 
was incapecitated, hors de combat, out of 
the running, scratched. 

And what about progress? Can the doc- 
tor undertake to inculcate a decent re- 
ceptiveness for new ideas with his inter- 
stitial gland? Think of a world in which 
there was a weighty preponderance of vVig- 
orous super-vitalized old fossils whose 
opinions, political faith, social preferences, 
and general tastes and customs were fifty 
years behind the times. Help! Help! The 
poor old world has as many of them as it 
can reasonably tolerate and vote down 
without any old grafted glands to complli- 
cate the situation. 

Or, again, another awful thought. This 
gland comes from a young monkey. Isn't 
it reasonable to suppose that it will include 
other characteristics besides mere vigor 
and the jole de vivre? It was humiliating 
enough to have Darwin recalling our lost 
tails, but how much worse if our new re- 
spected elders of ripe wisdom, but over- 
ripe physiques, start producing them again 
with the exuberant fertility of that gland, 
and make the dratted things stylish. We 
all know the story of the fox without a tail 
who essayed to make that condition fagh- 
fonable; but a wérid in which the revivi- 
fied antiques are making tails fashionable 
is too dreadful to contemplate. 

Dr. Voronoff may be the miracle scientist 


he claims, but we shall look to the League } 


of Nations to take this matter up at its 
earliest opportunity and vote it down good 
and hard as too horrible a discovery for 
civilized nations to indorse, 


LIND FREEDOM. 

Will some alert reasoner in the andi- 
ence kindly arise and explain what man- 
ner of man it is who in one breath de- 
mands the right of free speech and in the 
next insists on the closed shop? I: is the 
Same thing as removing a murzle and put- 
ting handcuffs on the wrists. 

But does & man get free speech who has 
to do his talking and his bargaining 
through the paid delegate of a union—a 
stranger to him and his work? 

To this unthinking class free speech 
means the right to hire a hall and yelp 
damnation at the government and existing 
conditions. They do not comprehend the 
finer interpretation of the Constitution 
which gives to man the freedom of his 
own thought and the disposition of his 
own life—equality of opportunity and in- 
dependence of action. Each man hes the 
right to the proceeds of his own work in 
his own way, but may not trespass upon 
the equal right of his fellows.

, picketed. 


Sounds ridiculous, but is exactly in ac- 
cord with union policies and methods and 
no whit more unreasonable than hundreds 
of things which are happeming in organi- 
zation circles today. The next generation 
will think it some strange joke at being 
told that men once went on strike—left 
their jobs and lost thousands of dollars, in 
order to force their fellows to wear a but- 
ton of a certain kind. Men win have a 
hard time explaining to their grandchil- 
dren some of the things they struck for— 
certainly they were not striking for their 
altars and their fires. 

But when told that the sires at the same 
time were demanding free speech and the 
closed shop the grandchildren will laugh 
heartily.

Under Article XV of the cov- 
enayt the, council may refer any 
suck dispute to the assembly, and 
m do so at the request of either 
party. Article XV further pro- 
vides that in all matters so referred 
the Assembly shall have the same 
powers as the council, and “that a 
report made by the Assembly, if 
concurred in by the representatives 
of those members of the league rep- 
resented on the council, and a ma- 
jority of the other members of the. 
league, exclusive in each case of 
the representatives of the parties to 
the dispute, shall have the same 
force as a report by the council.” 

HOW IT WORKS. 

Tt will de observed that thie pro- 
vision does not permit the adoption 
of such report by a majority of the 
Assembly, but requires first a unani- 
mous vote of the representatives of 
the nations, which hawe a vote on 
the council, together with a majority 
vote of all the other nations of the 
league represented in the Assembly. 

It will thus be seen that while 
the Assembly has power to take 
final action without a unanimous 
vote, it would be more difficult to 
pass any Measure acainst the Unit- 
ed States, or any other country, for 
thet matter, in the Assembly, 
whether Great Pritain, through its 


in that tedy, than it would to pass 
u through the counct! alone, where 
Great Britain has but one vote. To 
pass a measure by the council! it is 
made necessary to secure the con- 
currence of all members voting: 
while in the Assembly it ts not only 
necessary to have the concurrence 
f all the nations represented im the 
uncil, but In addition a majority 
of all other nations of the league. 
As doubtless everybody knows by 
this time, the voting power of the 
League of Nations is vested in a 
council and an Assembly. The coun- 
cil consists of one representative 
each from the United States, Great 
Britain, France, Italy and Japan, 
and for the present, and until by «4 
unanimous vote of the league mem- 


lum. Brazil, Greece and Spain. The 
Assembly is made up of one vote 
each from every nation or state be- 
longing to the league. This in- 
cludes the five ‘British provinces, 
with one vote each. 

MUST BE UNANIMOUS. 
In all matters where not other- 
wise expressly provided by the cov- 
enant, in agder to adopt any meas- 
ure, whether in the council or the 
Assembly, the vote must be unani- 
mous. And the only exception to. 
this. so, far as affects any interna- 
tional rights or responsibility, is 
this matter of disputes between na- 
tions when referred to the Assembly 
by the council, in which action may 
be taken by concurrence of all the 
counct] nations, supplemented by 
a majority of all the other nations 
voting. In a dispute to which the 
United States is a party, or between 
any two nations, neither of the dis- 
putants can vote. But in no event 
could anything be put over” on 
this country unless we were with- 
out one single friend among All of 
these leading nations of the earth, 
whose representatives make up the 
league council. 
In other words, the nations other 
than the nine represented on the 
council, whether they be few or 
many, have only a limited power. 
They can veto by « majority vote 
the action of the council nations, 
and they can affirm by a majority 
vote a measure already approved 
by the unanimous vote of the 
council nations; but they cannot, no 
matter how large their majority. 
put through a <«ectsion not unan- 
imously comeurred in by the council 
nations. 
It ia therefore. very apparent that 
the votes of Canada, Australia, South 
Africa, New South Wales and In- 
dia. even conceding that Great 
Pritain could cortro! them in any 
states, could not be instrumental in 
putting through any measure not ap- 
proved by the council, in which body 
Great Britain and the United States 
stand on an equa! footing.
